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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments referencing Background 
Example 4 is not persuasive as the example does not show support for the narrow and specific method of treating a patient who is 
completely tolerant, only a comparision of the agents in macrophages for addressing nitroglycerin tolerance generically. If one viewed 
tolerance to encompass all forms of tolerance, Weischer continues to read upon the claims as written as it teaches the use of the claimed 
compound with nitroglycerin for nitroglycerin tolerance and angina. As Applicant appears to have some difficulty with the machine 
translation, a human translation is attached to clarify any questions of Weischer's teaching for tolerance. The arguments for a scope beyond 
angina is not persuasive as addressed in the previous action to contraindications to claimed conditions. There is no support for a 
"nitroglycerin sensitivity restoring amount" nor clear range indicated. The amounts presented in the argument not persuasive as they are to 
the generic recitatiion of tolerance. 
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
